
School Calendar Reforms Outlined

The Educational Policy 
Committee of the Faculty Senate 
has recommended the adoption of a 
Modified Semester plan, which 
would place the final examination 
period for the fall semester before 
the Christmas vacation. 1 

The recommendation will be 
considered at the Senate’s meeting 
next Friday, where it is expected to 
meet with strong opposition from A 
Profs. John Brewer and A.J. 
Zuchelli, both members of the 
Educational Policy Committee. 

The committee took up the 
modified semester probiem last 
spring after the Student Committee 
on Modified Semester submitted a 
report to the Senate urging the 
change in the academic calendar. 

In its final report, the Student 
Committee stated that “the 
problems which will arise because 
of the change in the calendar 
system are to be expected. 
However, these' problems are not 
insurmountable and can be 
alleviated. . .Our main objective is 
to have fall semester final 
examinations concluded prior to 
Christmas vacation, thereby

The Student Committee, |s 

discussing the history of the move ^ 
for modified semester, pointed out 
that in both 1967 and 1970, 
students approved referenda . 

calling for finals before Christmas. 
“With two different student bodies 
overwhelmingly approving a 
calendar system" incorporating the 
modified semester idea, “it is < 

obvious that such an issue is not a 
transient one." 

The committee report admitted 
that the proposed change in 
calendar could provide a conflict 
for faculty members who attend 
national professional conferences at 
th^ end of the summer. However, 
thet committee conciuded that 
“Since only three out, of the 43 
departments (Political Science,-, 
Chemistry, and, Physics) consulted 
foresee diffidufties with the fall 
semester beginning in early e 
September, the problem of faculty 
conferences does not appear to be 
so serious as to hinder the

eliminating the inconvenient “lame 
duck” period which currently 
exists.” 

Essentially, the new system 
would have only three significant 
changes from the present 
calendar; registration for the fall 
semester would take place the same 
week as Labor Day, and classes 
would begin the following week, all 
fall semester exams would be over 
before Christmas recess; and 
registration for the Spring semester 
would be during the third week in 
January, with ciasses starting the 
following week. 

Contrary to earUer speculation, 
the modified semester would not 
result in a loss of in-class teaching 
days. There were 63 teaching days 
during the 1 970 fall semester, and 
the committee report estimates that 
the modified semester plan would 
allow for an average of 62-63 
teaching days per semester. 

The report emphasizes the 


the decision to modify the 
calendar. It explains that “In their 
relationship with George 
Washington, American, 
Georgetown, and Catholic 
Universities together comprise 92% 
of the Consortium, while Howard 
University comprises only 8%.” 
“With September, 1970,” the 
report continues, “the majority of 
Consortium schools (Catholic, 
American, and Georgetown) will 
finish first semester examinations 
before Christmas vacation. Only 
Howard University will be 
employing a calendar similar to 
George Washington’s.” 

The Student Committee on 
Modified Semester concluded in its 
report that “the combined 
educational resources of the 
Consortium, even at the 
undergraduate level, are of such 
significance that nothing must be 
done unilaterally by George 
Washington which would seriously

NEW YORK (CPS) - America’s 
colleges and universities are in the midst 
of a financial crisis unmatched in its 
impact in any previous period in 
history. Many are continuing to operate 
only through the sacrifice of some of 
the programs and services normally 
considered important to their missions. 

An alarming number of others are 
headed in the same direction. 

Nationally, some 1000 institutions, 
enrolling 4 million (56 per cent) of the about 1,6 million (21 per cent) of the 
student population are considered students in the nation are considered 
“heading for financial trouble.” “in financial difficulty." An additional 
Another 540 institutions, enrolling 800 institutions enrolling about 1.7 


2,340 institutions were either headed 
for financial trouble or already in 
trouble. 

The institutions that are “headed for 
financial trouble” or are “in fujancial 
difficulty” are caught up in the worst of 
a situation in which demands for access, 
service, innovation and higher quality 
are rising rapidly but income has not 
risen fast enou^ to keep pace with 
rising costs. 

This cost -income squeeze had 29 (71 
per cent) of the institutions in the “on 
site” studies either “headed for financial 
trouble” or “in financial! difficulty.”

These estimates were developed by 
the staff of the Carnegie Commission on 
Higher Education from findings of “on 
site” studies at 41 institutions. The 
estimates were made by weighting sizes 
and types of colleges and universities in 
the country according to their relative 
representation among all institutions.

College GOP Tackles POW Issue 


The newly formed GW 
College Republicans have 
launched a letter writing 
campaign directed at North 
Vietnam to protest the plight of 
American prisoners of war. 

According to College 
Republican chairman Charles 
Poekel “We of the GW campus 
community have a moral 
responsibility in raising our 
voices in protest over the 
treatment of United States 
prisoners of war in North 
Vietnam.” 

The letter writing campaign is 
the first activity for the new 
group which received official 
campus recognition last month. 
They hope to bring President 
Nixon’s Special Representative 
on Prisoners of War. former 
astronaut Frank Borman, to 
campus next month for a 
speaking engagement. Bormap 
has traveled extensively on 
Nixon’s behalf in an attempt to 
gain more information on 
captured and missing American 
soldiers in Southeast Asia. 

In announcing the letter 
writing campaign. Poekel said “it 
is our desire to have total 
participation from the 
University in this non-partisan 
project.”

Rhodes Scholar Named 

Senior Robert Rosenfeld has been named the first GW 
student to receive a Rhodes Fellowship since DC colleges 
became eligible a few years ago. 

Rosenfeld has been named to over a dozen GW committees 
since his freshman year, in some cases personally appointed by 
President Elliott. Five times Rosenfeld has represented GW on 
William Buckley's “Firing Line,” questioning such 
distinguished men as Senators Thurmond, and McGovern 

For the past four years Rosenfeld has been working on 
Capitol Hill for his Congressman, John Myers of Indiana. 

The prcsti^ous fellowship allows for 2 or 3 years of study 
at Oxford University and covers tuition, fees and living costs.

Administrative Action 


As we look back at GW’s frustrations and 
accomplishments during 1970, the obvious events-TDA, 
the Strike, etc. -first come to mind. But while the spring 
saw the University face a potentially explosive situation 
with crisis-oriented, stopgap solutions, the latter half of 
1970 offered hope that administrators are making a sincere 
attempt to increase campus communication. 

Standing out during this fall's increased dialogue was 
President Lloyd H. Elliott. His emergence as a seeker of 
student opinion has been a pleasant surprise. Ending a 
hiatus that was perhaps prompted by the heckling he 
received last year, Elliott is: beginning a weekly session 
with anyone who wants to talk with him; appearing on 
WRGW to answer questions from both reporters and the 
station’s audience; and, most important, appearing around 
campus more— at dorm meetings, organization gatherings 
and even basketball games. 

Similar strides have been made by others. An innovative 
student-to-administrator plan devised by the Student 
Affairs Division appears to be a success. The EUiott-initiated 
Trustee Commission on University Governance has so 
actively sought student input that those who initially 
dismissed it as just another committee are now supporters. 
And numerous individual efforts by Rice Hallers seem to 
be effective. 

Cynics can validly argue that much of this action is a 
reaction, perhaps in fear of student discontent; that the 
University wouldn’t have begun the fall communication 
improvement had it not been backed against a wall. That’s 
not important now. The fact is that while some major 
problems are far from being solved, administrators’ spirit 
of understanding that arose from the spring’s chaos just 
may signal a new era of Student-University relations at 
GW.

The Student Services (Committee of the 
Program Board has undertaken a worthwhile task 
of compiling and putting out a birth control and 
abortion handbook to aid GW students with 
information and advice. GWU Women’s 
Liberation member^ have worked with the 
Committee in planning the booklet with 
frustration. A handbook is good but by itself it 
will hardly prevent unwanted pregnancies. To 
provide a book that reveals how limited and 
inadequate the services are to GW women only 
points up the obvious - that we must demand 
Student Health Services to improve and expand 
their services. 

We wish to emphasize ’^improve” because it is 
a prerequisite to our demands. Women can’t feel 
they have won until the services are satisfactory 
to them. If GWU Student Health Service can’t 
meet that demand, we see no need for its 
existence. 

Questioning the existence of the Student 
Health Service poses an interesting alternative. 
The GW University Clinic, located in the same 
building as the SHS, is open to the community 
and provides facilities and staff for lab tests and 
surgical procedures referred by the SHS. It seems 
reasonable that this clinic should also provide 
abortions to GW women referred and counseled 
by the SHS. 

This proposal may appear unfeasible within 
the present legal context in the District, but we 
project major action this spring on a city-wide 
basis to unite women on precisely this and 
related demands. Women all over the nation have 
struggled for community<ontroUed birth control 
and abortion clinics - with no forced 
sterilization. Women in Washington are preparing 
for the struggle here. The GW Student Health 
Service is only a beginning to a larger campaign 
to alleviate the plight of women throu^out 
Washington.
